Ships and Smuggling. 

The new measures were passed 
into law mostly without comment. 
+Inthe committee stage of the bill 
relating to the opium law, however, 
the Hon. Mr. A. O. Lang suggest- 
ed that the words which ap- 
pear below in italics should 
be omitted from Section 21 (3) 
which provides that if any ship is 
proved to have been used for 
smuggling it shall be deemed to 
have contravened the provisions of 
the law unless it is > roved, 
to the satisfaction of the 
“magistrate, that every reasonable 
Precaution has been taken to pre- 
vent the unlawful use of the ship 
“and that none ef the officers or of 
their servants or of the crew of such 
ship were implicated therein” 

The Hon. Mr. Lang pointed out 
that the Chamber of Commerce 
had several times made unsuccess- 
full representations to have this 
altered. He claimed that it 
was obviously impossible for 
the owner to prove that 
no member ofthe ship's company 
was implicated. In support of his 
argument he quoted from the de- 
cision given by Mr. J. R. Woed in 
the case in which the owners of 
the “Loongsang” were fined $1,000 
not long ago.- 

In reply His Excellency indi_ 
cated that he was prepared 
to give further consideration 
to the question’ but pointed out 
that at present they were 
only proposing to consolidate and 
not toalterthe Jaw. The particular 
point raised couldbe dealt with 
separately by an amendment of the 
Ordinance if a form of words suit- 
able to both parties could be found. 

His Excellency went on, how- 
ever, however, to denote his dis- 
agreement withthe Hon. Mr. Lang’s 
contention that‘it is impossible to 
prove that none of the ¢fficers ‘or 
men have been implicated. “We 
have not,” he said, “received 
from the shipping. owners of the 
Colony the support we have a 
yight ‘to expect.” They had 
not dealt sufficiently severely 
with employees whose bona 

Jides had been put in doubt 
and it was. a well known 
‘fact that’ ‘the -- compradores 
departments. of these shipping 

8 had a great deal too much to 
‘ do with these‘matters. Regarding 
the “Loongsang” case’ His ‘Ex-

KONGMOON December 19. 

H. M. S. “Cicala” is still here 
and it is noteworthy. that she has 
never previously stayed so long.
